OLIFFORD played a leading role in the founding of the GIA in 1946 and 
has also acted es an adviser of the intelligence organization since 
1961 for the President of the United States, who appointed him the 


head of the Defense Department this years 


CTA Remains Anonymous 
It is understandable that ruling circles in the United States 


aro not exactly anxious to publicize the activity of the CIA. However, 
recently the subversive activity of the CIA has become public and,in> 
fact, at a perdod whon it pleased the mon behind tho scenes the very 
least.
